Indicate* .  Qjnarterly  Consumption  of  Most  products  Down 

Stocks  of  all  types  JL/of  leaf  tobacco  owned  "by  dealers  and  manufacturers 
in  the  United  States  and  "Puerto  Rico   totaled  2,6^2,738,000  pounds  on  April  1, 
I9UU,  £/    This  is  255,69^,000  pounds,    or  nearly  9  percent,   "below  stocks  of 
2,S93,U32,00G  pounds  reported  on  April  1  a  year  ago.      The  decrease  is  partly  due 
to  the   smaller  crop,    most  of  which  had  "been  sold  hy  the  end  of  the  quarter,    "but 
is  principally  duo  to  the  high  level  of  consumption,    "both  in   the  States  and  hy 
the  armed  forces  abroad,    during  19^3->     Although  the  Januarys-Marsh  19^4  data  on 
tax-paid  withdrawals   indicate  that  consumption  of  most  tobacco  products  was 
lower   than  for  the   firs:   3  months   of  19**3i    these  figures  do  not    take  into  account 
the  great  increase  in  consumption,    most  notably  of  cigars  and  cigarettes  with- 
drawn tax-free  from  factories  and  sea  store  warehouses  mainly  for  shipment  to 
armed  forces  abroad.     Exports  for  the  quarter,    including  shipments  "under  lend- 
lease,    showed  a  pronounced  drop  from  those  of  January- March  19^3» 

Production  estimates  for  the  19^3  crop  now  stand  at  1,399*9  million  pounds, 
compared  with  1,'408.7  million  pounds  produced  in  19^2,    end, with  the  exception  of 
shade-grown  and  light  air-cured,   production  of  all  classes  was  lower  than  that  a 
year  ago.     Of  the  total   crop,    approximately  406  million  pounds  entered  stocks 
during  the  current  quarter,    through  calcs,     Last  year  during  tho    same  period 
about  3^8  million  pounds  were  added  to    stocks  from  sales.      The  higher  sales  of 
the  current  period  over  those  of  the  same  period  a,  year  ago   is  attributed  princi- 
pally to  increased  Burley  marketings. 

Dealers'    stocks,   which  may  include   some   tobacco  which  is  ear-market  for 
sale   to  domestic  manufacturers  or  for  export,    were  reported  as  238,244,000  pounds 
on  April  1,    19^4.      This  is  9  percent  of  the  total  April  1  holdings.      Stocks   in 
the  hands  of  manufacturers  were  2,40^, 434,000  pounds,    91  percent  of  the  total 
reported.      Manufacturers'    stocks  include  tobacco  which  is -held  under  dealer 
registries  of  manufacturers  and  tobacco  hold  by  dealers  and  known  to  be  purchased 
on  order  for  foreign  or  domestic  manufacturers.      Stocks  purchased  under  agreement 
with  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  which  are  ear-marked  for  export,    and  not 
actually  available  to   domestic  manufacturers,    are  also   included  in  this  category. 
Commodity  Credit   Corporation's  holdings  on  April  1,    19^4,    were  reported  as  187 
million  pounds,    of  which  181  million  pounds  were  flue-cured.      On  January  1,    CCC 
stocks  were  reported  as  230  million  pounds. 


1/     Figures  quoted  for  type  totals   in  this  summary  statement  are  the   sums  of 
unstemmed  and   stemmed  leaf,    as  reported.      Tables  in  the  body  of   the  report   show 
stocks  in  detail,    subdivided  according  to   recognized  groupings;    stocks  on  a 
farm-sales-weight  basis;    and   stocks  owned  by  dealers  and  manufactures,    separately.

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Stocks   of   Cigarette  Leaf 
Below  Last  April   1 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco   on  April  1   totaled  1,195,579.000  pounds, 
which  were  more   than  185  million,    or  about   13  percent,    lower   than   stocks  of 
1,380,876,000  pounds  reported  on  April  1,    I9U3,    and  the  lowest  April  1    stocks 
since  1939*      Of  all  flue-cured  stocks  on  hand,    U31, 982,000  pounds  were  reported 
as  i'ype  11;    ^39. 725*000  pounds  as  Type  12;    230,790,000  pounds  as  Type  13;    and 
93*082,000  pounds  as  Type  ik.      Stocks   of  all   types  were  lower  than  on  April  1 
a  year  ago.     Although  a  few  sales  were  held  in  the   flue-cured  area  in  January, 
the  amount   added  to   stocks   through  this   source  was  negligible. 

About   23^-  million  pounds  of  Burley  tobacco  were  added  to   dealers'    and 
manufacturers'    stocks  during  the  first  quarter  of  19^»   bringing  April  1,    19^» 
holdings  of   this   type  up  to   750,816,000  pounds — about   2*+  million  pounds  below 
stocks   reported  on  April   1,    19U3.      January  1,    19^,    stocks  were  632,219,000 
pounds. 

Maryland  stocks  of  32,970,000  pounds  reported  on  April  1,    19^»    were   2 
million  pounds  below  holdings  on  April  1,    19^3*      Only  a  small  volume   of  Maryland 
comes   into    stocks  through  sales  during  the  quarter,    as   the  bulk  of    tobacco  of 
this   type  is   sold  during  the    second  and  third  quarters. 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco    (Turkish  and  other),    Type  90» 
reported  in    stocks   on  April  1,    19^»    totaled  5^,650,000  pounds,    compared  with 
67,989»000  pounds  reported  a  year   ago. 

Indicated  domestic  consumption  of   cigarettes  for  each  month  of  the  January- 
March  quarter  was   slightly  under   that  of  the  corresponding  month  of  19^3*    &n^-  & 
marked  drop  from  the  record  level    established  during  the  latter  half  of  19^3« 
Withdrawals  for  the  entire  quarter   showed  a  2-percent  decrease   from  those  of   the 
same  quarter  last  year.      This   is   the   first   instance   since  193^   that  withdrawals 
for  the  first  quarter  of  any  calendar  year  have  fallen  below  those  of  the   same 
period  in  the  previous  year.     January-March  withdrawals  for  19^  were   57 •  5 
billion  compared  with  5^.7  billion  in  19^3*     These  figures  do  not   include  tax- 
free   cigarettes. 

Dark  Tobacco   Stocks  Lower  Than  Last   Year; 
Ten  Million  Pound s  Diverted 

Fire-cured  stocks  were  189,l6U,000  pounds  on  April  1,    19^^*    compared  with 
201,179*000  pounds  on  April  1   last  year — a  decrease  of  about  6  percent.     An  8- 
percent   decrease  in  dark  air-cured   stocks  brought  last  April   1  holdings  of 
70,982,000  pounds  down  to  65,500,000  pounds  on  April   1,    19^.      Stocks  of   these 
types  increased  during  the  quarter,    as  the  bulk  of   sales  occur  in  this  period* 
Fire-cured  and  dark  air-cured  sales  for  January-March  totaled  62  and  23  million 
pounds,    respectively.      Of  the   total   fire-cured  stocks   reported,    29*679*000  pounds 
were  Type   21,   Virginia;    117,126,000  pounds,    Type   22,    Eastern  District;    1+2,197.000 
pounds,    Type   23,   Western  District;    and  162,000  pounds,    Type  2*4-,   Henderson  Stemming. 
Of  the   total   dark  air-cured  holdings  on  April  1,    19^»    3^*606,000  pounds  were 
Type  35,   One   Sucker;    26,535,000  pounds,    Type  36,    Green  River;   and  ^,359*000 
pounds,    Type  37*   Virginia  sun-cured. 
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Of  the  19^3  crop,  specified  low  grades  of  the  dark  tohacco  types  (except 
Type  2^-)  were  reserved  "by  order  of  the  War  Food  Administration  for  "byproducts 
uses,  Fearly  10  million  pounds,  the  hulk  of  which  was  -delivered  during  the 
January-March  quarter,  were  diverted  "by  this  order  to  the  manufacture  of  nicotine 
insecticides. 

In  February  and  March  19^>  tax-paid  withdrawals  of  manufactured  tohacco 
(chewing  and  smoking  combined)  of  17  »S  and  17 • 9  million  pounds,  respectively, 
reached  a  level  which  was,  with,  the  one  exception  of  15»5  million  in  December 
1920,  the  lowest  monthly  withdrawal  figures  ever  recorded  for  these  products 
since  systematic  records  were  kepte   Indicated  consumption  for  the  quarter,  55*9 
million  pounds,  was  11  percent  less  than  the  62o7  million  for  the  first  3  months 
of  19^3*  However,  manufacturers'  returns  of  production  continue  to  show  increases 
in  the  chewing  tobacco  products,  with  a  decrease  reflected  in  smoking  tobacco. 

Snuff  withdrawals  for  February  and  March  were  below  those  of  a  year  ago, 
bringing  wi thdrawal s  for  the  quarter  to  6  percsnt  below  last  year's  figure. 
January-March  19^  indicated  consumption  totaled  11. k   million  pounds,  compared 
with  12»1  million  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  previous  year. 

Binder  and  Filler  Stocks  Less  Than  a  Year  Ago; 
Stocks  of  Wrapper  Types  are  Higher 

Combined  stocks  of  all  types  of  domestic  cigar-leaf  in  hands  of  dealers 
and  manufacturers  on  April  1,  19^»  totaled  323» 6U6, 000  pounds,  about  22  million 
pounds  lower  than  stocks  of  April  1,  19^3  •  With  the  single  exception  of  Puerto 
Rican,  stocks  of  all  individual  types  .of  fillers  and  binders  were  below  those  of 
last  year.   The  two  wrapper  types  showed  increases.   The  increase  in  Puerto 
Rican  stocks  over  those  of  a  year  ago  is  in  line  with  the  much  larger  19^3  crop, 
some  of  which  had  been  added  to  stocks  by  April  1,  19^+.  Puerto  Rican  pro- 
duction rose  from  the  abnormally  low  level  in  19^2  of  about  &|  million  pounds 
to  an  estimated  crop  of  28  to  30  million  pounds  in  19^+.  ■ 

With  the  exception  of  shade-grown  wrappers,  the  bulk  of  cigar-leaf 
tobacco  is  delivered  to  v&rehouses  during  the  first  quarter;  therefore,  most  of 
these  types  show  increases  over  the  January  1  figures.  An  .estimated  87  million 
pounds  were  added  to  stocks  during  this  period. 

Of  the  separate  filler  types,  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  stocks  were  reported 
as  108,022,000  pounds;  C-ebhardt,  20,9^5,000  pounds;  Zimmer,  11,998,000  pounds; 
Dutch,  5,757.000  pounds;  and  Puerto  Rican,  32,206,000  pounds,  of  which  21,^33,000 
pounds  were  in  Continental  United  States  and  10,773»000  pounds  on  the  Island. 

Binder  type  stocks  were  divided  as  follows:  23,513*000  pounds  of 
Connecticut  Broadleaf;  28,933,000  pounds  of  Connecticut  Havana  Seed;  2,300,000 
pounds  of  Hew  .York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed;  37 » 883,000  pounds  of  Southern 
Wisconsin;  37,0U2,000  pounds  of  northern  Wisconsin;  and  382,000  pounds  of 
Georgia  and  Florida  sun-grown. 

Stocks  of  cigar-wrapper  tobacco  included  9» 012, 000  pounds  of  Connecticut 
shade-grown,  and  5»653>000  pounds  of  Georgia  and  Florida  shade- grown.  As 
cigar-wrapper  tobacco  is  delivered  prior  to  January  1,  both  of  these  typ.es 
show  decreases  from  stocks  reported  the  preceding  quarter. 
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On  April  1,  19^,  stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  totaled  2^,963,000 
pounds,  of  which  19,682,000  pounds  represented  Cuba  (Havana);  k, 69S.OOO  pounds, 
Sumatra  and  Java;  25^,000  pounds,  Philippine  Islands  (Manila);  and  329,000  pounds, 
Other  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf. 

Stocks  of  Cuba  (Havana)  were  higher  on  April  1,  19^»  by  about  6  million 
pounds  than  they  were  on  the  same  date  in  19U3.  The  I9UU  quota  of  Havana  filler 
was  filled  on  February  2,  19^4.  Under  the  Cuban  Trade  Agreement,  22  million  pounds 
of  Cuban  filler  may  be  imported  in  each  calendar"  year  at  a  reduced  treaty  rate  of 
lU  cents  per  pound.  Last  year  the  quota  was  filled  on  May  5,  19^3. 

The  final  allotment  of  the  supply  of  Sumatra  'and  Java  held  in  the  free 
trade  zone  since  the  Japanese  occupation  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies  is  reported  to 
have  been  made  during  this  quarter.   The  large  shipments  from  the  Islands  just 
prior  to  enemy  occupation  were  calculated  as  a  3-year  supply,  and  were  so  allotted, 
and  the  release  of  this  final  allotment  to  manufacturers  should  end  movement  in 
Sumatra  and  Java  leaf  until  imports  can  he  resumed  when  the  Islands  are  recovered. 
Normally,  from  15  to  20  percent  of  all  cigars  manufactured  in  this  country  are 
Sumatra  or  Java  wrapped,  and  ahout  2  million  pounds  are  used  annually.  April  1, 
19^+i  stocks  were  5^7*000  pounds  lower  than  those  of  last  year  at  the  "beginning 
of  the  second  quarter. 

Stocks  of  Philippine  Islands  (Manila)  filler  and  scrap  tobacco  continue  to 
disappear,  with  a  drop  from  April  1,  19^3»  °f  3^1»000  pounds — considerably  over 
half  of  the  stocks  reported  on  that  date.   Stocks  of  Type  8l+,  foreign-grown  cigar- 
leaf  not  otherwise  classified,  were  reported  as  329»000  pounds,  compared  with 
277 » 000  pounds  shown  on  April  1  last  year. 

February  and  March  figures  in  19^  "brought  cigar  withdrawals  up  from  the 
367.O  million  reported  for  January,  which  was  the  lowest  since  December  19^-0,  hut 
indicated  consumption  for  each  month  of  the  quarter  still  remained  below  that  of 
the  same  month  in  19^3»  Pvevenue  stamps  were  sold  for  the  January-March  quarter 
of  19^  covering  1,178  million  cigars,  a  12  percent  decrease  from  1,337  million 
for  which  stamps  were  sold  during  the  same  period  of  19^3»  Although  cigars  as  a 
whole  showed  decreases  in  indicated  consumption,  the  decreases  were  reported  only 
in  those  classes  manufactured  to  retail  at  not  more  than  6  cents  (Classes  A,  B, 
and  C)  while  increases  were  reported  in  the  higher-priced  classes  (Classes  D,  E, 
F,  and  G-).   Class  C,  those  cigars  selling  at  more  than  20  cents  each,  and  the 
highest-priced  class,  showed  an  increase  of  591  percent  over  the  January-March 
quarter  of  last  year.  Largest  decrease  was  in  Class  B  (selling  at  2$z   to  k   cents 
each),  76  percent  under  consumption  for  the  same  quarter  last  year.  These  figures 
on  indicated  consumption  do  not  include  tax-free  cigars. 

Manufacture  of  scrap  chewing  tobacco  continued  to  top  that  of  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year.  Quantity  manufactured  in  January  19^»  the  latest 
month  for  which  returns  are  available,  totaled  i-J-,5  million  pounds,  a  22-percent 
increase  over  the  3«7  million  pounds  manufactured  in  January  19^3» 

Miscellaneous  Domestic  stocks  on  April  1,  19^»  were  I.^OjOOO  pounds, 
about  a  million  pounds  less  than  those  reported  on  April  1   year  ago.  Type  71» 

Eastern  Ohio,  stocks  were  l^jOOO  pounds;  Type  72,  Perique,  553,000  pounds;  and 
Type  73,  Other,  7^8,000  pounds.
